HEN economists differ what is the common man to 
buy? This question is suggested by the radical dif- 


and 


ference of opinion that exists between Roger Babson 
Professor Irving Fisher of Yale, both noted economists 
whose opinions are based upon carefully and_ skillfully 
assembled fact 

Mr. Babson holds that the best investment available 
today lies s the field of bonds, where 6, 7 and even 8 per 
cent. may be obtained on one’s money with relative safety. 
Savs Mr. Babson: “The real bargains today are in the bond 
field. High grade bonds can be bought today to yield 6 per 
cent. and many bonds which are perfectly safe can be bought 
to vield 7 and even 8 per cent. Secretary ao may have 
been a little early when advising people to buy bonds last 
March, but he is still giving the same advice and it is better 
today than ever.” 

On the other hand, Professor Fisher says: “There may 


be a recession of stock prices, but nothing in the nature of a 
crash. The present high levels of stock prices and corre- 
sponding low levels of dividend returns are largely due to 
two factors: 

“One, the anticipation of larger dividend returns in the 
immediate future, and two, the reduction of risk to the in- 


vestor, largely brought about through investment diversifi- 
cation made possible for the investor by the investment 
trusts. 

“We are living in an age of increasing prosperity and 
consequent increasing earning power of corporations and 
individuals. This is due in large measure to mass produc- 
tion of inventions such as the world has never known before. 


The rapidity with which worth-while inventions are brought 
out is the result of the tremendous research laboratories of 
our great industrial concerns. Application of these inven- 
tions to industry means greatly enhanced earning power. 

“Dividend returns on stock are moving higher. This

Sept. 9.—Production of 
in Canada during July 
with the figures for the 
previous month, showed a decline 
in number for each type of car 
made. Open passenger cars dropped 
to 2,766 from 3,378, closed model 
passenger cars to 9.270 from 12.335, 
trucks to 704 from 914. chassis to 
4.701 from 4,832 and taxi cabs or 
buses to 20 and 33 

Total production, 
ported by the 
News, was 17.461 

Customs records showed that 2,828 
cars were imported into Canada 
and 7.378 cars were exported during 
July. For the first seven months 
of this year imports totaled 26.161 
cars and exports numbered 67,269 
cars, an increase of 6 per cent. in 
imports and 93 per cent. in exports 
over the corresponding figures for 
the seven months ended July 31, 
1928. when 34,145 cars were brought 
into Canada and 34,808 were shipped 
to foreign countries 

Of the July output 9,529 cars 
made for sale in Canada and 7,932 
were intended for export. The ap- 
parent consumption of automobiles 
in Canada during the month, as de- 
termined by adding the 9,529 cars. 
made for sale in Canada to the 
2.828 cars imported, amounted to 
12,357. For the seven months end- 
ed July the number of new cars 
made available for use in Canada 
totaled 180.210 cars, an increase of 
25 per cent. over the total of 143,- 
862 cars for the first seven months 
of last year
